The game 
was aot a very Interesting one from 
the onlooker's point V>f view, as the 
soft ice made the play rather slow and 
many chances for Bcoring were miss- 
ed by both teams. McGill used her 
substitutes to good advantage during 
the second and third periods. Gallery 
was unable to turn out on account of 
illness, and his position of left wing 
waa held down by "Teddy" Behan, 
whose place at centre was taken by 
Dawes. Throughout the entire game 
McOtll showed a marked superiority 
over her opponents, both in combina- 
tion and shooting. Behan, Dawes and 
Dineen worked together exceptionally 
well. 

Ntchol, who played the full first 
period and parts of the second and 
third showed up very well, and ought 
to develop into a very -fast player. 
Behan as usual le-' ' e red aud white 
scorers, notching *\vo out of the Ave 
goals, -while Cully, Dawes and Nuhoi 
each netted one.

Marsden, the Shamrocks' new goal 
tender, played a remarkably fine 
game, and was largely responsible 
for keeping the. score as , low as it 
was. Boiselle, who scored Shamrocks' 
only goal, was very much in evidence 
and very effective in his rushes 
Church and Moore also played very 
well. 

The first period was very slow and 
McGill missed many chances of scor- 
ing, due to lack of combination. 
There was no scoring in this period. 
The play was kept well down at the 
Shamrocks' end all the time, but the 
McGill forwards were Ineffective In 
their shooting. 

The second period opened with Mc- 
Gill again presstng their opponents. 
After seven minutes of play Behan 
scored the first goal with a very swift 
Bide shot after evading the Shamrock 
defence. 

One minute later Cully secured the 
rubber in front of the McGill nets and 
after very clever , stlck-handllng, 
notched McGlU's second goal. In this 
period McGill began to play combina- 
tion to good advantage and near the 
end of the period Ntchol scored Mc-

Dineen.

CHANGES FROM WAR TO PEACE 
The following editorial "from the 
columns of "The Iron and Steel of 
Canada" was contributed by Alfred 
Stansfield, F.R.8.C., Professor of Met- 
allurgy at McGill, and wUl undoub- 
tedly be read with interest by many 
of our readers: 

"The eleventh of November, the 
day on which the armistice with Ger- 
many was signed, - .rhed a complete 
change in the mental attitude of t^ i 
whole clvlllaed world. Before that 
day our thought was directed, almost 
entirely, to the problem of winning 
the war. Now we are wondering 
what kind of a peace we can obtain 
and what preparations we should 
make in view of the change from war 
to peace. 

"The war has shaken up, very con- 
siderably, the state of society that 
existed before 10*ftJ and we are faced 
at present with an unique oppor- 
tunity for carrying out many desir- 
able reforms, anu also with a serious 
danger that ortâin undesirable 
changes may take plac The very 
best thought and judgment are need- 
ed at present if we are to secure the 
good and escape 'he bad, and every 
patriotic citizen should do his part 
towards this end. The peace that we 
seek does not depend alone on the 
terms to be laid down at the Peace 
Conference in France, • - to an even 
greater extent upon the establish- 
ment of equitable aud satisfactory re- 
lationships between the classes of so- 
ciety within each nation. 

p ee king generally, we know that 
valuable results are achieved by co- 
operation, not by dtscord and strife. 
The war has made this dearer to us 
than ever before. The army conquer- 
ed the enemy by the united effort of 
all the soldiers and officers ho 
worked together with harmony antf 
discipline to obtain that object. The

Even the wUd animals, however, do 
not live in a condition of unrestrict- 
ed competition: herds of animals co- 
operate for their defence and in other 
ways, and in human affairs, as we 
ascend the scale of civilization, co- 
operation becomes increasingly es- 
sential and enmity between indiv- 
duals or classes becomes increasingly 
injurious, both to the individual and 
"Peace is not merely the absence of 
j the society. 

! warfare: had Belgium permitted Ger- 
imaa armies to maroh through with- 
out opposition, that would not have 
been peace. In the same way peace 
in a society does not mean merely the 
absence of hostilities: if the work- 
men are oppressed by the capitalists, 
or the manufacturers are hindered 
by unfair restrictions of the labour 
unions, or If the public is fleeced by 
a combination of capital and labour, 
there is no real peace. The peace 
that we need, and the peace that we 
must all work for, can only be based 
on justice and honesty between the 
different classes of society and the 
different individuals of each class. 

'"When we try to ascertain what is 
Justice, as between Individuals and 
classes, we are met by serious diffi- 
culties, and It appears impossible 
from the nature of the case, to arrive 
at any completo solution, but there 
are some general principles (hat will 
senc as guides in the working out of 
the specific problems that present 
themselves. In Russia, the working 
classes, long oppressed by tha nobil- 
ity and the business men, considered 
that the upper classes were unneces- 
sary, and, being themselves in the 
majority, proceeded (o exterminate 
their former masters. I^eavins on 
one side all question in regard to the 
ethics of extermination, we realize 
that our molfern civilized society of- 
fers greater possibilities for the aver- 
age individual than a primitive so- 
ciety from which all educated people 
had been removed. Bolshevism, or 
the oppression of . society by the least 
educated classes, is certainly not the 
peace that we need. 

"An ideal society cannot be at- 
tained until the individuals compos- 
ing are perfect; but we need not 
despair of effecting a decided im 
provement even with human nature 
as we find it to-day. An Improve- 
ment in the society will cause an im- 
provement in the Individual, and. in this 
way important changes for the better 
may ultimately be made. The point 
we wish to emphasise Is that in work- 
ing for peace in the community we 
must keep in mind the lessons we have 
learnt In the war: the duty or each 
individual towards the whole: co- 
operation to a common end, instead 
of conflict and strife, and submission 
of the individual to discipline, which 
Is necessary for united and effective 
action. 

"The Englishman, and his descend- 
ant on this side of the Atlantic, has 
always prided himself on his indi- 
vidual liberty, and this attitude has 
been ot the greatest importance at 
certain stages of the national his- 
tory. In the army, however, each| 
soldier places himself absolutely un-

" When Frankle Tolfrey reigned in the 
Arts Building, he said, there were 
many tourists who were only too glad 
to poke their heads through the trap- 
door in the roof of the tower, at a 
quarter a peek. But times have 
changed, and, furthermore, It must be 
remembered that Prantrie's inclina- 
tions were decidedly mercenary. Why, 
at Christmas time he even displayed at 
the entrance to the examination hall 
a tin box with a slit cut in it, labelled, 
"Don't forget the janitor!" Probably 
the new lookout on the Mountain gives 
tourists a better view than the old 
Arts Building Tower could ever have 
given, even in its best days, when ten- 
storey apartment houses were unheard 
of. 

How many pairs of stairs are 

climbed in mounting' the Tower, I do 
not now. k It reminded me slightly of 
the climb up the more famous tower 
ot the old main Parliament Building 
at Ottawa. 

Yet In the old Parliament Buildings 
there were stairs; in the Arts Build 
ing there is a combination of stairs, 
ladders and seemingly very unsteady 
platforms. The entrance to the tower 
Is from Prof. Dorlck's floor, up a dark 
stairway leading to an equally dark 
attic with huge hand-hewn timbers 
looming up in the shadows. There are 
also odd chairs scattered about, for 
what purpose I could not imagine, 
From this attic another stairway 
Climbed, and after that it is a succès 
sion ot stairways and platforms until 
you reach the jumping-off place, two 
or three planks laid across some 
beams. It Is from this coign of vant- 
age that through the trapdoor In the 
roof you get a view such as Bro 
Latham, in First Year Composition 
says you mustn't write about. Here, 
too, Arthur attends to the raising ot 
the University Hag ou holidays and 
when professors or governors die. 

Apparently this tower, now half-for- 
gotten by students, was at one time, 
in tbo days when there was no Union 
and such things as movies and (whis- 
per It softly) tca-roomB were not 
thought of, a favourite rendezvous ot 
students in their leisure hours. I say 
"apparently," for the students of days 
gone by were careful to leave their 
handiwork behind them (witness the 
desks 1n the Latin room, even yet 
carved by Freshmen and Sophomores, 
who pay no heed to such trivial things 
as Dean's Office notifications), On 
all the walls, on the window sashes 
and stair railings, their initials appear 
carved, with dates ranging from the 
forties to as late as the eighties and 
nineties. Possibly at that time Dean 
Johnson thought students were spend- 
ing too much time in the tower, and 
forbade the practice. For the sake of 
curiosity, I jotted down s-~ic of tne 
names with the years, and then looked 
them up in the list of graduates and 
in reference books. 

O. A. Bayncs, I found, was gradu- 
ated in Medicine in 1869. He carved 
his name In the Arts Building Tower 
in 1865. He practised in Montreal, 
where he was edlton of the Public 
Health Magazine, and for many years 
has been located in Chicago. During 
the Cuban War he wm lieutenant- 
colonel of the Canadian - American 
Legion.

lessor in the Ontario Medical College 
tor Women, has been editor of half a 
dozen medical periodicals, and has also 
written verse. 

The initials "A. H. C, 1882," are 
evidently those of A. H. U. Colquhoun, 
Arts '85, now Deputy Minister of Edu- 
cation ot Ontario. 

"R. Smith, 1881," was, no doubt, 
carved by the hand of the late-lameni.-

1857"; "showing the length of 
the period during which students fre- 
quented the tower. Many of the men 
whose initials are carved on the walls 
have since passed away, but they made 
their mark in the world and brought 
renown to their Alma Mater. 

Think What stories might be told or 
the times they had in the tower. Did 
they match for coppers la those days, 
wonder, or was their leisure spent 
more profitably? Perhaps some of the 
old grads. might enlighten the student 
body ot the present day. 

At any rate, I for one hope that

at Ion pancreatitis, intestinal obstruc- 
tion in upper abdomen. Mr. Aucrbach, 
however, gave no definite diagnosis. 

Mr. Whcaton, the president ot the 
society, next gave his opinion on the 
case, and pointed to the fact that the 
symptoms might lead to a diagnosis 
of appendicitis with perforation, or 
gastric or typhoid ulcer with perfora- 
tion or pancreatitis. Mr. Wheaton, 
however, could not be Induced to make 
a definite diagnosis. 

Mr. Foley, of the Fourth Year, was 
called upon and gave a differential 
diagnosis for Gall atone colio, gasttic 
ulcer with perforation, intestinal ob- 
struction and pancreatitis. Mr. Foley 
hesitated in diagnosing between gas- 
tric ulcer and pancreatitis. The 
treatment he advised was symptom- 
atic. 

Mr. Glllanders of the Fourth Year, 
discussed the case at length, mention- 



ing perforated gastric ulcer, intestinal 
obstruction pancreatitis, etc. His 
treatment was symptomatic. 

Mr. Swansisky, of the Fifth" Year, 
made a diagnosis of acute pancreati- 
tis, and gave a full differential dia- 
gnosis, between this trouble and ap- 
pendicitics, ulcers with perforation. 

Mr. Almond made a diagnosis of 
abdominal aneurism and supported it 
with a full differential diagnosis. 

Mr. Hanklnson closed the case with 
a short talk. He mentioned especially 
pancrtatiti8 and advised atropine an r l 
adrenalin in this case. 

Dr. Archibald then took the floor 
and criticized each man's diagnosis at 
length, poinitlng out any errors, and 
then gave a brief talk on the case, 
mentioning the correct diagnosis, his 
method of arriving at the diagnosis 
and his treatment.

FINE PAPER READ 

Construction, Equipment, Or- 
ganization, Railroad Conso- 
lidation and Importance 

j The Commercial Society held a 
i meeting in the "Hall" yesterday af- 
, tcrnoon at 3.30. A debate took place, 
I the subject of which was "Resolved 
I that the railroads of Canada be own- 
| pd and controlled by the Canadian 
I Government" 

I N. H. Freidman, of the affirmative, 
'opened his arguments with state- 
ments to the effect that under pre- 
: sent conditions a great amount of 
money is spent in the employment of 
too highly paid officials and to cope 
I with this railway rates are becoming 
'heavier. He claimed that if Railway 
j Nationalization were to be adopted, 
[6uch circumstances could net exist 
as the government would be more in- 
clined to favour and to do all in 
power to satisfy the public, Irrespect- 
ive of Itself and it own gains. He 
then proceeded with his arguments 
and cited the successful cases of 
Government Control over railways In 
Belgium, New Zealand, Germany and 
j other European countries. 

The railways of Canada are as the 
spokes of a wheel which it Joined to 
the "hub" (government ownership) 
would be much more effective in fur- 
thering railway co-operation and 
would be instrumental in destroying 
th-8 feeling of harmful competition. 

The speaker then told of a case 
where between Montreal and Ottawa 
trains of two railroads ran in a par- 



ways for their own sake employ com- 
petent men and their staffs are. never 
greater than they need be. 

Rriedman was given Ave minutes 
for rebuttal during which he refuted 
his opponents' arguments 'and dealt 
with a few of his own. 

During the time when :ne jjudge 
Mr. Latham, was making his decision, 
the Bubject was discussed by the So- 
ciety. 

Mr. Latham then delivered bis de- 
cision. It was in favour of the ne- 
gative side although the arguments 
of both sides were almost equally as 
convincing. 

Following the decision a paper was 
read by Mr. B. Caron entitled Rail- 
roads. The speaker \iewed this sub- 
ject from five different angles: Con- 
struction, equipment, organization, 
railroad consolidation and railroad 
importance. 

Three points must be taken into 
consideration In the construction of a 
railroad, — cost of construction, cost 
of operation, and resulting traffic. In 
many cases the more expensive site 
is chosen, as the subsequent business 
will greatly exceed the extra cost of 
building and operating. Having cho- 
sen the route, two surveys are made. 
Following the laying of the track 
great care is taken in proper ballast- 
ing, a point of first moment. 

The rolling stock of equipment of 
a railway includes such items m 
shops, round-houses, locomotives, cars 
and other objects too numerous to 
mention. This entails great expense. 

The organization demands great 
attention, and much, if not all, the 
j success of the road depends on those 
In charge. The board of directors ap- 
point a president, several vice-presi- 
dents and other officers of a general 
and important character. .The gen- 
eral manager appoints the heads of 
the various departments, who are 
responsible to Wm, as he is in turn 
responsible to a vice-president. 

In the early days, there were nu- 
merous short lines, each of which 
controlled its own affairs, this led to 
Innumerable annoyances' After a 
tlm«, however, different roads agreed 
to have a general traffic manager to 
handle all business which overlapped 
from one to the other. The direct 
outcome of this was amalgamation

who had worked so hard for the ad- 
vanoDment of Railways in Canada 
would not be procured if they were 
deprived of individual ownership. 

Such men a3 the government would 
employ could not possibly replace 
those now in the important railway 
positions for the reason of their not 
having practical experience — they 
would be politicians. 

He went on to say that rates are not 
abnormal and the public as a whole 
h satisfied. "Why, when we have ser- 
vice which pleases us now should we 
be forced to riak change which might 
be successful and might not be so." 
"The Devil we know Is better than 
the Devil we don't know." 

P. Laffoley, of the affirmative, cited 
cases in his own experience where, j 
through the private ownership of rail- 
ways trouble of transportation had 
occurred in changing from one rail- 
way to another causing a delay of 
days and in one or two cases, weeks. 

He stated that the government had 
no desire for dividends. 

He enlarged upon the argumenta of 
his colleague in stating that the money 
spent by railways in the competition 
of lines running parallel could well 
be spent In the support of rising In- 
dustries if government ownership 
were to be put into execution. He 
mentioned also the government mile- 
age system which enables the travel 
1er to calculate and control his rates 
for himself and his baggage per cent 
per mile. 

The government would open up new 
country to the poorer classes and 
make them self supporting in new 
homes in good agricultural country. 
Such an action would assist not only 
the poor but would be satisfactory to 
the strong middle classes which are 
at present hampered by the steady 
drag of the poor kept under by the 
profiteers of modern self supporting 
concerns. 

W. j Shapira, tie supporter of the 
negative, after refuting some of tit 
arguments of his opponents deliver- 
ed his own. He stated that the rail 
roads next to agriculture, offered the 
largest source of employment to- the 
Canadian public.
